The state department of 
motor vehicies has under the Motor 
Vehicle Act the power to refuse or 
revoke an operator’s license on the 
single ground of deafness. However, 
they believe that as a whole the deaf 
are safe drivers if they comply with 
special regulations deemed necessary 
to impose on them in the interest of 
safety. In the past they have requir¬ 
ed deaf operator’s cars to be equip¬ 
ped with at least one mirror. Now 
they demand three mirrors—one in¬ 
side and two outside, one on each side 
of the car. The side mirrors may be 
on wings or fendgrs or any other 
suitable supports which give the 
driver a complete view of the rear. 
The right-hand mirror is required 
because of the new amendment to the 
Act which allows passing to the right 
on wide and laned city streets.
